State carriers is plainly no more pro- 
hibited by the act than for one inter- 
State carrier to purchase or otherwise 
control the property of a paraiiel or 
competing carrier.

thirty years will be pensioned off. The 
order retiring the men on April 1 is 
not compulsory, and as the men who 
work around the oil refineries are 
healthy, many of them are veterans im 
the business, and will not retire for a 
long time.

1 
as a result of the retirement of old 
hands. The men like the idea of re- 
tiring, excepting those who still have 
big families dependent on them. The 
latter will not retire, nor will they be 
asked to.

Hilton could not face the exposé of 
his crookedness, Wednesday morning 
The Times told the story of the ex- 
chief's double life—how he had desert- 
ed his wife and two children in Utah;

masking in Los Angeles in the guise 
of a butcher, working for Milten Cari- 
son at No. 129 South Main street for $13 
a week, while living as man and wife 
with Josie McMurrin, his wife's hand- 
some and youthful sister. 

At 6 o'clock on the evening of the 
same day, Wednesday, Hilton and Josie 
McMurrin quit Los Angeles, taking the 
“Owl” for San Franci . 
noon — ew up his

man, named Nelson, sayjng that he 
was going to Ogden to “straighten out 
some things.”

Murrin, at the house, No. 160 West Sev- 
enteenth street, where they were room- 
ing.

We believe that “What Manner of 
a is a book with a mission: and 

at mission is to carry a message of 
hope to worn-out book-reviewers and 
satiated readers—thuse who have come 
to believe that as far as novels are 
concerned ““lihat which is is that which 
was,” and that “that which has been” 
will inevitably be again. Gave that 
her name is Edna Kenton, of the writer 
of this work we know nothing; for she 
has to her credit or discredit no long 
list of vious literary efforts. How- 
ever, after reading the book. we can 
but think that Edna Kenton is a name 
temporarily assumed perhaps for the 
purpose of misleading as to the au- 
thorship of this particular work which 
bears no traces of the neophyte. “What 
Manner of Man” is a book of strength, 
though we have no doubt that many 
will question the merit of that 
; it is a production in which 
the writer might have overdrawn, but 

not—one. in the writing of which 

she has displayed rare discrimination.

Six Fanciful Stories. 
SIX TREFS Fy Mery Wilkins Freeman.

In “Six Trees, by Mary Wilkins 
Freeman, none of the stories is strong. 
All give the impression of leisure-mo- 
ment work; of having been turned off 
for the mere pleasure of it—a sort of 
mental recreation. But they are fanci- 
ful tales—unique, like everything that 
Mrs. Freeman does, and possessed of a 
certain charm which lingers long in 
the memory of the reader. 
dominant characteristic of the products 
of this gifted author's pen is their 
quality of growing upon you. The 
spirit of the story may be distant at 
the reading, but it comes nearer as the 
situations and personalities return and 
re-return with new force and interest. 
Mrs. Freeman has searched out all that 
is quaint and odd in New England, not 
sparing even the ghosts. The stories 
in “Bix Trees” are no exception to the 
general rule of her fiction. They are 
unusual and. to those who appreciate 
pestoral narratives, are fairly enter- 
taining. To quote from the publish- 
eres notice: 

“In these sketches Mrs. Freeman 
blends the associations of the New 
England trees with the life.of the peo- 
ple depicted, showing how intimately 
one is bound up with the other.” 

The analogy between the trees and 
the leading characters of the story is 
not always as clear as critical readers 
might wish; yet no fault need be found 
with this, for if the tree had not been 
u a interesting figure might 
have been employed to-stand in tts 
place.

“Love with Honor” might have been 
@ great book, but it isn't; in point of 
fact, it is a rather tiresume one. It 
gives an impression of confusion of 
ideas, and leads to the belief that the 
writer did not carry out his original 
intention regarding it. And we fail to 
see what the title has to do with the 
book, or the book with the title. The 
weakness of the work lies in the com- 
monplaceness of its plot, for the sin 
with which it deals is almost as old as 
the world, and as the foundation of 
novels has n worn threadbare. We 
feel sure tha 
is already favorably known as the au- 
thor of a book which reached the 18,000 
mark, has not done himself justice in 
his latest effort. It is the story of the 
mo:al fall of a weak woman and of the 
misery thereby entailed upon the in- 
nocent and the guilty, alike. An old, 
old story, this; but Mr. Marriott has 
at least put behind it a delightful 
background. He gives us glimpses of 
village and rural life that make one 
long to leave the stones of the city 
far behind. He introduces us to work- 
men who are artists, and permits us to 
revel in some of the most charming 
dialect that we have ever heard or 
read. The three work us children 
are as unique as their names—Mary 
Meshach, Sarah Shadrach and Annie 
Abednego—and Anthony Pembridge is 
not unworthy of Dickens: indeed. there 
is in the book much that reminds one 
of that Incomparable writer.

Michigan capital continues to enact 
remarkable mining deals in the Bisbee 
copper camp of Arizona. There seems 
to be no limit to the faith and the re- 
sources of eastern investors, and as a 
result first-class property in the dis- 
trict is becoming so scarce that it is 
now held at a high permium. 

One of the latest sales in that district 
has just been closed. M. J. Brophy and 
others, among whom are local capital- 
ists, transferred to a Michigan syndi- 
cate a group of claims situated to the 
southeast of the town of Bisbee. 
Through local parties interested it 
was learned that the first payment of 
$49,000 was made this week. Under the 
terms of the purchase development 
work is to be started at once, and the 
balance of the price, which amounts to 
nearly half a million dollars, is to be 
paid within the next eighteen months. 

The Marquette and Arizona company 
has acquired additional territory, ani 
one or two large deais are said to be 
in the air, as it is known that Michi- 
gan and New York capitalists are ne- 
gotiating for property in the camp. 

The advance of the red metal to 15 
cents a pound has infused great impe- 
tus to operations, both in the camp 
proper and to the southeast, where 
numerous companies are at work. 
Many nave met with great encourage- 
ment, while others are plugging away, 
confident that they will soon strike the 
continuation of the Bisbee deposit.

FISHERY EXPANSION. 


“The flishery industry in Southern 
California is in need of expansion,” 
sald Capt. J. Addison Smith today. 
“Not many years ago when Los Ange- 
les was a town of 25.000 people and 
when the tourists who came to South- 
ern California were numbered by the 
hundreds instead of by the thousands 
the fisheries were able to fairly satisfy 
the demand. Since then the great in- 
crease in population and the growth of 
rapid transit freight facilities has 
many times increased the consumption 
in Bouthern California, Arizona and 
further eastward. The supply system 
has not kept pace with the increase 
in demand, and unless provision be 
made for it the market is likely to be 
short on fresh fish a good deal of the 
time. A large part of the present sup- 
ply for the market is furnished by 
emall sailboats and skiffs, which put 
out regularly in fair weather, but which 
stav ashore at other times. It seems 
to me that the fishing industry should 
be placed on the same basis as on the 
Atlantic Coast, where boats of consid- 
erable size put out from fifty to one 
hundred miles in quest of fish and fre- 
quentiy lay out over night so as to be 
ready to haul the fish in the morning. 
Such boats, provided with suitable 
compartments, could keep the fish alive 
until they get them near shore, and 
longer if it were desired.
